A Pugilist Who Is Wealthy anda 
Scholar, 


Mitchell Tells the Curious History of His Life 
--He Entered the Ring Because He Liked 
It--His Desire to Give Cleary Another 
Chance.

New Tonk, April 16.—The boyish appearance 
of Charles Watson Mitchell has already been re- 
marked. A reporter who hunted up him and Mr. 
Madden experienced the astonishment which the 
appearance of the pugilist provokes, and to that 
was added another gurprise, forin his choice of 
language, manner, and enunciation, quite as 
much as in his physical appearance, Mitchell is 
tar removed from the typical bruiser as itis 
possible to conceive.

His hands and feet age neither 
small nor large, but rather inclining to the form- 
er, or perhaps appearing to do so because of their 
perfect proportion. If the neck be overlooked 
Mitchell, when dressed, shows nothing to indi- 
cate his phenomenal powers—notiting upon which 
to predicate a suspicion that it might not be safe 
and easy to up-end him and spank him as if he 
were an ordinary and smooth-faced young man. 
But when he strips he seems another being. Then 
his astonishing muscular development is seen. 
Under a skin smooth as satin, muscles hard al- 


most as bone, yet supple as serpents, play and 
glide with a freedom that seems the result 


of the individual volition of each. They 
are not the stiff, knotted and 
clumped muscles that one sees 


piled up on the pictures of Gladiator, for their

THE EXPOSITION. 


Rough Plans for the Building Decided 
Upon--The Architects—The Music Hall. 


The sub-committee from the Board of Directors 
of the Exposition and Music Hall Association, to 
wiliom was delegated the duty of presenting a 
general plan for the guidance of architects in the 
preparation of their plans, have worked with 
praiseworthy energy. and are almost ready to 
make a report to the full Board, which will iu all 
probability meet with approval. There are some 
details as to dimensions of various departments, 
material to be used, etc., in construction, 
which will be agreed upon to-day, and 
by to-morrow evening these will all be 


arranged. The matter of inviting competition 
aud securing plans has been agreed udon as fol- 
lows. after the fullest discusson. All St. Louis 
architects may submit plans. Such of them as 
are wortby will be purchased by the committee at 
$500 each. Leading architects of the country out- 
side of St. Louis the number not to exceed eighte 
will be invited toenter their plans. These artchi- 
tects will be designated by name. They will be 
paid $500 cash each. All plans thus obtain- 
ed, and those accepted from the 
local arcaitects,will become the absolute property 
of the Exposition Association. The premium 
plan ul of course be awafded the contract. Then 
aun suggestions the other plans may contain, 
Waich the Board of Directors may deem valuable, 
Will be incorporated in the premium plan, which 
must necessarily be redrawn. In this work of 
deciding upen the final plan the board will call to 
their aid such experts, both in architecture and 
inthe practical Management of expositions, as 
they may deem fit. 

As Was agreed upon, but not formally stated, 
the plan of the building is as follows; The 
materials to used are stone, brick 
iron, glass and wood. he maln 
entrance to the Exposition building will 
be on Olive street, and the facade will be highly 
ornamental. The style of entrancesand their 
number will, of course, be left to the taste of the 
architect, but there will of course be entrances 
and exis on Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, 
with reight doors, etc, The lan is 
to have a basement story or the 
display of practical and 1 machinery. 
There will be two stories above this for the Expo- 
sition proper, the second floor bein properly 
Merced with wells or skylights. he music 

all proper, is to be located north of the Exposi- 
tion building and will face east and west proba- 
biy. It is almost an independent structure, and 
will not be used for exposition purposes, although 
connected with the Exposition buildings. A bal- 
cony will run around this and hall. As 
a matter of course, the roof will 
be the celling. The hall will be equipped with 

rmanent seats and a stage. Architects will be 
netructed to particularly bear in mind the matter 
of acoustics. In the Exposition building due at- 
tention will be called to the necessity for ample of- 
fices, and reception and retiring rooms. 

The conclusion reached regarding the detached 
Music Hall was easily arrived at. The Springer 
Music Hall in Cincinnati is located in the center 
of the Exposition buildings and is used as the 
main Extibition Hall. This, the directors of that 
association now recognize to be a mistake, but on 
account of the lay of the buildings it cannot be 
changed. 

Mr. Henry V. Lucas, Secretary of the Board of 
Directors, stated this afternoon that a meeting of 
the board would be held at the Mercantile Club 
thisevening. He had heard nothing as to the re- 

rt of the sub-committee, but was under the im- 
pression that it would be prepared to submit its 
views In a general way. 

From a gentleman who pleaded that he 
had received the information in  confi- 
dence it was learned that the committee 
would recommend thatthe Music hall be limited 
to a seating capacity of 4,000, it having been 
learned by experience that a hall of that size was 
the limit for the proper rendition of voeal per- 
formances. The voice ofa prima donna cannot 
filla larger hall. Asa hall of that capacity is 
larger than could be filled by dramatic perivrm- 
ances or lectures, the full board of directors will 
be asked to consider ihe feasibility 
of including within the building» 
a hall, lyceum, theatorium or whatever it may 
be called, witha seating capacity of 1,000. This 
would be available for lecturer, concerts ou a 
smaller scale, local conventions, fairs, bazaars, 
cet, Should this be agreed upon, the lyceum, the 
art hall, and the floral hall, would occupy the 
Olive street portion of the main building. The di- 
rrectors will of course leave the disposition of 
these features to the architects.

Still Disbarred. 

‘WASHINGTON, April 16.—A decision was ren. 
dered by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the disbarment case of J. B. Wall, 
brought here upon a petition for mandamus trom 
the United States. District Court forthe Southern 
district of Florida. Wall, the petitioner, was dis- 
barred and forbidden to practice in the United 
States courts of the district above mentioned for 
having taken part in the lynching of a prisoner 
name John, who was in jail a 
Tampa, Fla., awaiting trial on a 
of — 2 The petitioner asks 
a writ of mandamus to cempel the United States 
District Judge to restore to him rights and priv- 
leges of attorney in said court, on the ground 
that his disbarment without due trial and con- 
viction for crime was unconstitutional and void. 
This courtin an elaborate opinion by Justice 
Bradly holds that while there is no settled and 
inflexibie rule for the reguiation of procedure in 
cases of this kind, the Federal Courts may in their 
decisions disbar an attorney who has been — y 
of conduct of such a nature as Ww ing 
disgrace and scandal upon the court, wiieth- 
er he been duly tried under 
the criminal laws of the State or not. The peti- 
tion for a mandamus is therefore denied, Justice 
Field read a dissenting opinion. 


Emancipation Day. 

WESHINGTON, April 15.—The colored people 
are unfortunate in the weather, which is raw and 
dismal, with frequent showers. Notwithstanding 
this drawback, the twenty-first emancipation 
day is being celebrated with unusual 
enthusiasm. All the colored employes of the 
Executive Department and public works have a 
holiday and all private buildings and kindred en- 
terprises where colored labor is employed have 
suspended, from necessity. Rain has 
interfered somewhat with the ap- 
pearance of the street procession 
but not with its members. Nine-tenths of the 
colored 1 of the city are either in pro- 
cession or interested spectators from side-walks, 
porticos, doors and windows. They were heavily 
reénforced from the surrounding country. The 
long portico on Fifteenth street Hem the Treas- 
ury building, the best point of Observation in 
the city, is solidly packed with colored women 
and chilaren, not a white face being visible. 


Importing Phylloxera. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment has been informed that a quantity of vine 
cuttings have been imported into the port of New 
York from China, which the Custom-house officers 
think are infected with phylloxera. There is no 
law authorizing the destruction of such importa- 


tions. The Treasury Department recognize the 
fact that this isa matter of great importance to 
the vine interests of this country and will confer 
with the Agricultural Department on the subject. 


Claim Allowed. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—In the Court of Claims 
to-day judgment was rendered in favor of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad Company 
for $17,585. This was a claim against the United 
States for a balance due ona contract for carry- 
ing the mails.

Connelly put his hand behind him, and, thinking 
the deceased was gaing to draw a weapon, the 
prisoner dealt him a hard blow, which felled him, 
und then a third to — him from getting up and 
cutting him. Connelly had frequently caused dis- 
turbances in the salvon and on one occasion went 
behind the bar and, takinga revolver, attempted 
to shoot the proprietor... McCarthy stated that if 
ever he got into trouble with Connelly he would 
take no chances with him. Questions concerning 
Connelly’s character, asked by jurors, were ex- 
cluded by the Coroner.

There has’nt been a trick of any importance

The last and big- 
gest thing in the neighborhood was done by John- 
ny Bouquet, his brother Billy and a man named 
Burns, who got $185 in money and $75 in cash 
from a gray in St. Louis county.” 

“How many confidence men drop into St. Louis 
gccasionally?” . 

“There are probably seventy.five in all that 
Visit this city; but, as I said, they don't stay 
long, and therefore we don’t arrest them; be- 
cause, if we do arrest, we have to make outa 
case of vagrancy first and conspiracy afterwards 
and this is one of the hardest things in the world? 
to prove. They don’t come here often be- 
cause they say we treat them too mean- 
ly. We throw them into a cell and 
jet them lay there twenty-four hours with nothing 
but water and bread and sausage to eat. They 
teil us that no place on the face of the earth do 
they receive such treatment. Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Pittsburg, Chicago and the other places, they 
say, take elegant care of them, They make Chi- 
cago their headquarters principally.” 

What are their earnings?“ 

“A good con. man can make $100a day easily. 
They are a sober, saving class, and many of them 
have put their money into property.” 

The reporter asked about one of the crooked 
fraternity who has well-known reiations in this 
city. 

“He works the trains over the river,” said 
Desmond, and just about makes enough tosget 
a good living out of it. His =i racket 
is playing clergyman or traveling 
man. I saw him the other day at the Relay De- 
pot, with a plue hat, long linen duster, blue 
glasses, black gloves and gold-headed cane. He 
was just too funny for anything. way can’t we 
arrest him? Oh, we might lock him up in East St. 
Louis for a while on some charge, but it 
would be terriblymard to make a case against him. 
Yes, we know bis business, but he’s in the State 
of Illinois, and that euts a big figurein the mat- 
ter. We frequently arrest him on this side, but 
all we can do is hold him for twenty-lour hours 
and then give him hours to leaye town. They all 
take hours very gladly.” 

“Whatare the principal schemes worked by 
confidence men?“ 

“The check racket, which it takes three men to 
do; one to catch the sucker, anotherto work and 
the third to come up with a bill for some 
large amount, instant payment of 
which is demanded, The chap against whom the 
bill is made out has not enough cash to make the 
payment, but he has a check which is as good and 
which is turned over to the gray, who 
pays the bill and is thereby out just 

at amount. Then there is the 
book racket, showing the end of a $10 bill sticking 
out of the end of a book, for which anything from 
$1 50 to $5is asked. The gray, thinking he is 
going to be $10 ahead by the transaction, buys 
the book, Aud the Dill 
been out and he 
has deen ti in. There may 
a slight kick, but rarely a squeal in cases of that 
Kind. Monte—the three card game—is still work- 
ed pretty strongly west of the Mississippi, in 
both the South and North, and there seems yet to 
be deal of money in it. 
It retty much entirely 
driven trom the roads in the East. The cleverest 
monte men in the country to-day, 1 should say 
were Frank Adams and Billy Waters, who work 
together and are reaping rich harvests in the 
northern country. 

“They make up for the road, I suppose,“ said 
the reporter, “just as actors make up for the 
stage.’

Day after day and week after week its re- 
cord has told the same monotonous story of 
shrinking values, diminishing transactions, 
fictitious sales and absence of life, until at 
last the brokers are forced to come out and 
confess the whole truth and say that they 
are not brokers, since no one employs them, 
that their sales are not sales sinee nothing’ 
is bought or sold and that the whole business 
of dealing in stocks is a farce. 

It has always been more or less of a farce, 
except for the poor victims who were taken 
in and ruined, but now there are no more 
victims ; the public decline to have anything 
to do with it, and the brokers are left to con- 
sole themselves with the melancholy com- 
pensation of bidding against each other, and 
deriving from their trades such enmolument 
as may be gained from swapping jack-knives. 

It had to come to this, and it is going to 
get worse beforeit gets any better. The 
world has never seen so gigantic and long 
continued a swindle as the New York Stock 
Exchange, and the wonder is not that the 
swindle will run no longer, but that it has 
run so long. For years and years its trans- 
actions have footed up to millions of dollars 
daily and the gullibl epeople have gone in 
and bought and sold stocks which were 
listed and dealt in under conditions that 
would not be enduredin Lendon or Paris 
fora day. The transparent but criminal 
fraud of the whole. career of our Stock Ex- 
change lay in the pretense that the stocks 
were freely offered for sale to the public 
and that the price was regulated by general 
supply and demand, while the fact was that 
every stock without exception was wholly 
owned or controlled by a single individual, 
or clique, prepared at the profitable moment 
to draw in their net and capture the foolish 
victims who had been lured into it. 

This is the old fraud which has been ex- 
posed after many years, and the present con- 
dition of Wall Street represents the results 
of the exposure. The instinct of gambling 
is so strong that people do not mind gam- 
bling against a bank which exacts a heavy 
percentage, but at last the people who specu- 
late have found out that they are gambling 
against a bank in a game of which the only 
rule is thatno matter which way the game 
goes the bank takes all the money on the 
table. Under such circumstances it is no 
wonder that the fiercest gamblers finally 
leave the game to the croupiers. 

The dullness of Wall Street means that the 
great stock millionaires cannot continue to 
make two profits out of their property. They 
cannot runitas an investment and use its 
shares as counters for gambling. If there 
is to be a stock market supported by the 
transactions of millions of people, the mill- 
ions must own the stock that is dealt in. 
They must have a deeper interest in it than 
gambling init; they must have a voice in 
the management, must vote at elections, and 
hold officials to account for their manage- 
ment. When they can do this they will 
again reappearin Wall Street, but before 
they can do this the great holdings of stock 
must be disposed of and a great liquidation 
made. Great sacrifices must be made to get 
stocks in the market again, and it will take 
months to do it, but the Wall Street kings 
have no other choice except to facea situa- 
tion in which there is no market at all. 
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THE HONEST LOTTERY. 

A subscriber writes to us from Aullville, 
Mo., as follows: 

Please inform me if the lottery of St. Stephens, 
N. B., Canada, Is safe and good. 

We hasten to answer that we have neyer 
heard of this lottery before, but we are very 
certain that it is safe and good for the pur- 
pose for which it was intended, viz., the 
swindling of people gullible enough to be- 
lieve that there is or can be such a thing as 
an honest lottery. 

The governments of all civilized countries 
have suppressed lotteries partly because 
they saw that such enterprises led 
to gambling, and also because experience 
has shown that there is no such thing 
as an honest lottery. The worst and most 
dishonest are those which thrive under the 
sanction of government officials and are 
vouched for by government authority. 
These swindles are conipelled to divide up 
their plunder among a larger number of 
stockholders and consequently bleed their 
victims more fiercely than others do. 

The marvelous gullibility of human nature 
could hardly find more startling evidence 
than In the letter of our Aullville correspond- 
ent. Here is a person intelligent enough to 
read the daily papers and yet so foolish as to 
suppose that a company of gamblers in Can- 
ada are going to set to work and give 
their time and spend their money for the 
sake of giving him an independent fortune, 
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sider, if he owned a lottery in Canada and 
found viotims in Auliville, how many big 
prizes he would send to Aullville if he knew 
it, and to act accordingly. 


ALL A MUDDLE... 

The breezy Western frankness with which 
CaRTER HAnRISOR foreshadowed the trim- 
ming tactics of the Democratic party on tne 
tariff question in the next .contest seems to 
have annoyed his party friends and tickled 
the Republicans. He declared himself an ad- 
vocate of the principle of free trade in the 
abstract, but said in substance that the only 
practical approximation to a free trade basis 
was through the success of the Democratic 
party, and that the Democratic party could 
not succeed on a “tariff-for-revenue-only” 
platform, when that party had not only 
failed to educate the country up to that doc- 
trine, but had utterly failed to indoctrinate a 
large element of its own followers with free 
trade convictions. Accordingly he urged 
that the Democratic managers should seek 
success by a temporizing platform 
of glittering generalities favoring tariff re- 
form, and thereafter use its power and influ- 
ence to gradually educate the masses and 
bring our fiscal policy nearer to a free trade 
basis. 

This would mean a tariff reform adjusted 
to local interests; protection for Louisiana 
sugar, protection for Missouri zinc, protec- 
tion for various lusty industrial infants in 
Pennsylvania, protection for the dominant 
interests of each particular State, and free 
trade in everything else, if there be anything 
else in trade. As this is probably the very 
thing the Democratic strategists are thinking 
of doing, they don’t like to see the pro- 
gramme unfolded so prematurely and so un- 
ceremoniously, and as the Republican strat- 
egists expect to harmonize their forces by a 
similar trick they enjoy the spectacle of the 
Democrats putting on the dough-face first in 
full view of the public. 

The only difference between the two par- 
ties on this subject is that the Repub- 
lican party inclines to protection per se, but 
basa large free trade element without the 
support of which it cannot succeed, while 
the Democratic party inclines to free trade 
per se, but has a large protection element with- 
out whose support its defeatis certain. The 
Republican party will therefore have to go 
in fora further reduction and speedy ulti- 
mate abolition of direct taxes that the whole 
burden may be thrown on dutiable goods im- 
ported from abroad, and th8 Democrats will 
have touphold the internal revenue taxes 
and insistona reduction of duties on im- 
ports. In taking these positions both par- 
ties will have plenty of highly explosive in- 
ternal dissensions to adjust. 

Whether either will cet the weathergauge on 
the other in the preliminary maneuvers fre- 
mains to be seen. But we may be sure that, 
no matter what party succeeds, the practical 
necessities of the country will govern its 
policy in spite of all the doctrinaires. As 
between direct taxes and revenue froma 
tariff, the latter is always the most popular, 
and such inequalities as attend the appor- 
tionment of its burdens are hidden from men 
who bear them in the shadow of compen- 
sative benefits. So long as we must raise large 
sums tomeet the expenses and obligations 
of the Federal Government we shall havea 
tariff. A tariff that does not afford some 
sort of protection to particular interests or 
industries at the expense of others is im- 
possible, and so long as there is any protec- 
tion at all, even the free trade members like 
Senator VEST will say: As it is a grab 
game 1 am going to have all I can get for my 
State, Give us a little higher tariff on zinc.“ 


One of the most important questions in 
connection with the management of the Ex- 
position and Art Hallis the appointment of 
an assistant secretary.

The Man Whose Photograph was Iden- 
tifled in the Dublin Court, 


The Paris Sol il publishes an account of 
an interview which one of its staff had with 
Number One“ last Jahuary. An Lrishman 
of his acquaintance whom he met by chance 
had with him another Irishman whose 


on the journalist, and he asserts tnat by dint 
of persistent questioning he not only suc- 
ceeded in ascertaining that the mysterious 
person was “Number One” and that his 
name was Tynan, but in obtaining precise 

information concerning the part he had 

played in the Pheenix Park tragedy. The 
reason the Soleil reporter gives for not hav- 

ing mentioned this meeting before is that he 

did not feel disposed to assume the respon- 

sibility of the grave consequences which 

might at that time have resulted from any 
indiscretion on his part as long as the indi- 
vidual in question was on French territory. 

Tynan is described asa strongly built, tail 
man, of about forty-five years of age, 
with a long black beard. As to the reason 
why Number One” has been described so 
vaguely, the writer says: Tynan, in his 
various interview with the members of the 
Invincible Society, never spoke English with 
the same accent. Sometimes he spoke like a 
Scotechman, at others like an Irishman. 
Moreover, he was careful never to meet the 
same individuals more than once. James 
Carey, who had been placed by his orders in 
Pheenix Park on the 6th of May, seeing him 

for the first time,asked him his name. Tynan 
replied, ‘Iam Number One.“ He was known 
by that title by ali the conspirators, who were 
never able to discover his realname. After 
the crime in the Phenix Park Tynan re- 
mained in hiding in Dublin for about twelve 
days. Hethen proceeded to London, where 
he remained till last January. He came to 
Paris before the carnival week, but stayed 
only a few days. Tynan then went to Cannes, 
where he was living at the same time as Mr. 
Gladstone. During the fetes given at Nice 
he was under the balcony of the Prefect’s 
official residence. On his return to Paris 
Tynan was put on his guard by the arrest of 
Byrne and Walsh, and his friends advised 
him to leave France. Tynan’s idea was to 
go to New York, but he was dissuaded from 
it by his friends. A consultation, at which 
there were present about a dozen of his fel- 
low countrymen anda French lawyer, was 
held in Paris. After long deliberation it was 
decided that Tynan should seek refuge in 
Mexico, which has no extradition treaties.”

TELEGRAPH POLES. 
How the Board of Trade Company Violated 
the Sabbath. 


> 


Taking advantage of the Sabbath, perhaps 
actuated by the fact that the streets were clear, 
perhaps by the fact that the courts were not in 
session, and injunctions not obtainable, the Board 
of Trade Telegraph Company yesterday morning 
set a force of men to work cutting and digging 
holes on the south side of Chestnut street from a 
point opposite the Merchants’ Exchange, in a 
westerly direction, and only ceased 
their labor when towering poles were 
planted as far west as Seventh 


street. Onthe pavement in front of the Laclede 
hotel, without so much as a by your leave, stoue- 
cutters commenced to cut holes in the flagging. 
In one instanee the job was bunglingly done, and 
the store room of the hotel was tapped. Two of 
the poles also endanger the outer cellar wall. 
Mr. Griswold was out earlv this morning inspect- 
ing the work of the night before, and venting his 
indignation in good round English, His property 
he considered had been outrageously treated and 
there was a useless destruction of the 
flagging. Mr. Griswold understands that the 
Telegraph Company is working under authority 
of an ordinance of the Municipal Assembly, and 
that he has nothing to do but grin and bear the 
unsightly inconveulence. Both sides of Chestnut, 
like all other down-town streets, are now in pos- 
session of the telegraph companies, the 
wires in most instances being so numerous 
that a stream of water from a üre 
engine could not be thrown through them, until 
it will be impossible to work the ladders. The 
destruction of a block of valuable buildings same 
day, mainly caused by the failure of the depart- 
meut to get near them, in consequence of the wire 
barriers, will hasten the. arrival of the 
inevitable day when telegraph and tele- 
phone wires must be placed underground. 
A SPEECH OF WAR. 

Men were engaged all day on Morgan street 
from O' Fallon street south, digging holes and 
setting poles. They met with no opposition ex- 
cept in one instance, and that was at the corner 
of Eighth and Morgan streets. When Mr. Solo- 
man Boehm, whose drug store is located at that 
corner, came down to his place of business he 
founda gang of men digging a hole in his side- 
walk. It was explained to him that a telegraph 
pole was to be put up. He saw at a glance that 
the pole would obstruct his main entrance 
and also shut off the view of his show-window 
from the other side of the street. He said to the 
foreman in charge of the work: 

“I do not aesire to obstruct your work, but to 
put that pole where you are digging will seriously 
obstruet my business.“ 

“All the same, itis going right up there,” re- 
plied the foreman; we have the law on our side.” 

“I know tnat, but it will be a great convenience 
tame if you will set the pole about eight feet 
further south. I will pay for the filling up 
of the hole you have dug, and will 
see that the bricks are laid again.” 

The foreman retused tis reasonable offer, and 
Mr. Boehm stood quiet!y by and watched the pro- 
cess of excavation. Whe the hole was deep enough 
Mr. Boehm jumped into it and said: “You shall 
not put that pole in front of my door.” 

The foreman ordered the men to set the pole In 
the hole, and they took hold of it as if to comply. 
“Bring my pistol,” said 80ehm to his clerk who 
was standing by. The weapon, a giittering revolver, 
was brought to him. The men continued to raise 
the ye and were about to push it into 
the hole, on top of “Mr. hm, when 
he cockea the revolver, pointed it 
directly at the foreman, and said: “If you pro- 
ceed further I will fire.” The foreman looked 
steadily at Mr. Boehm, who firmly rerurned the 
glance and looked business allover. There was a 
moment of intense excitement, and then the fore- 
man weakened and sullenly ordered his men to 
drop the pole. They did so and retired. Boehm 
still held the hole, with his weapon in hand. 
In less than an hour the men returned 
and meekly dug the hole eight or ten feet further 
south. Not until the pole was in position, did the 
plucky druggist evacuate his intrenchment, and 
then he had a hitching post put in the ground and 
securely set, and all evidence of blood 
passed from the face of the moon.

The bride was drowned, I afterward 
learned. We spent five hours on this snag and 
were rescued at 7o’clock. When the water sub- 
sided a few days later we found corpses clinging 
to the willows for miles down the bank. The 
poor fellows had taken hold but the strong cur- 
rent bent the boughs enough to drown the men 
thatclungto them. I've got the rheumatism 
from that night's experience and don’t want any 
more river in mine.“

How the Sale of a Morgan Street Lot Fell 
Through. 


Judge Horner to-day rendered a decision in the 
case of Helpers vs. Petri. The defendant in this 
suit and her children, some of them minors, owned 
jointly a house and lot in St. Louis. The detend- 


ant was guardian of the minor children and as 
such had obtained an order from the Probate Court 
to sell the interest; of the minors. Shedid not 
sell during the time allowed by law, but never- 
theless, supposing that the order had been re- 
newed, or that she hada right to sell, the lot 
was advertised for sale at public auction. No 
order, however. existed at the time, and she had 
no right to sell the interest of her minor child. At 
the auction sale the plaintiff bid 86.200 
for the lot, 2002 Morgan street, and the terms were 
one-third cash, balance in one and two years with 
interest. The plaintiff afterwards discovered that 
no valid order of sale existed and that the defend- 
ant could noi convey more than one-fifth interest, 
but she stated that she was wiliing yet to procure 
an order of sale or to acquire the 
children’s interest fur the benefit of the plaintiff. 
Nothing, however, was done to effect this pur- 
pose, and finally the defendant refused to make a 
deed, Suit was brought to recover $3,000 dam- 
ages for breach of contract, claiming tat the lot 
had appreciated in value and tor loss 
on account of preparations to build. 
Judge Horner renders judgment for the plaintiff 
on the contract, Which provided that a perfect 
title was to be given, oinerwise there was no 
sale. Judgment is entered fur $100, and interest 
at 6 per cent.
